THE BLOODY FIGHT BEFORE 
WARSAW TRACEABLE TO 
AMERICAN NEGLECT 
While-American Senators cannot be 
said to he directly responsible, canj 
they escape the charge that their neg­ 
lect 
has made possible the pres­ 
ent desperate fighting before Warsaw 
mid along a battle front 400 miles? 
Does any considerable number of 
people believe that there would have 
been a PoKsh-Russo crisis such as 
the present one, if this country’s re 
present&tivea, had been sitting in the 
councils: of the League of Nations? 
While it is true had the league been 
in full operation, without unanimous 
vote of all the countries in it, no 
armed force could have been used 
to prevent the present war, it seems 
equally true that the moral force of a 
strong league would have made the 
present blood shed impossible. 
Lloyd George spoke but the truth 
when he said that lack of unanimity 
of opinion kept the league from func­ 
tioning in the Polish, crisis. But had 
America beea a part of the league 
there # would have been sentiment 
enough against Poland’s aggressive 
policy to have prevented her putting 
it into practical £lso, there would 
hay© been, a firmness enough in thg,^ 
councils of the world to have prevent-! , 
ed the Botoheviki from invading Po­ 
land. 
Poland was guilty of violat­ 
ing article X of the league, but would 
she have done so had such nations as 
America, and England, who were pri­ 
marily responsible for the freedom of 
Poland, protested such action as mem­ 
bers of a world peace league. ? 
’As matters stood, the Poles tried to 
rely on themselves and went ajiout 
building up a larger territory against 
the Botoheviki, by invading 
Russia. 
Had Poland been able to get the right 
aid and sympathy in the establish­ 
ment of her mew nation, she would 
m t have felt the seed of wider phy­ 
sical boundries.
